PEORIA, ILll., May 3.—Charges that a 
eo-cailed ‘rest room, an apartment 
maintained in the Peoria High School 
for the use of the gir! students, is in 
reality a veritable barroom, wherein 
large quantities of whisky are at the dis- 
posal of the fair occupants, and that, as 
@ result, several young ladies weil 
known in Peoria society circles have be- 
come addicted to the use of intoxicants, 
have reached the ears of the members 
of the School Board, and a secret inves- 
tigation is said to be in progress. 

The charges involve Miss Eleanor 
Quinn, instructor of English, and sever- 
al professors. Miss Quinn is preceptress 
of the High School, and in this capacity 
established the room which it is 
charged, has been the scene of frequent 
orgies. 

Miss Quinn admits that she has given 
whisky to the girl students, but states 
that she furnished the intoxicants only 
when physicians’ prescripions were 
shown. This statement is denied by 
other members of the faculty. 

The accusations against Miss Quinn 
were made by feminine members of the 

_ High School teaching corps, and created 
consternation in local educational circles.

Since last October the Colonial Securi- 
ties Co., the North American In- 
vestment Co. and later the Amer- 
can Reserve Bond Co. have been 
constantly under investigation by both 
the State*and the Federal authorities. 
Several suits were brought last fall in 
both State and Federal courts here 
against the two original companies by 
bondholders, receiver being asked. Depo- 
sitions were taken, but the suits are still 
pending. | 

These suits brought out the fact that 
postoffice inspectors were also investi- 
gating the concerns. No action was 
taken, however, by the postoffice de- 
partment. 

Bonds Were Misieading. 

In’ the suits against the North Ameri- 
can Company it was alleged that the 
bonds which were issued to investors 


were misleading. It was alleged that the 
woriling of the bonds gave the impres- 
sion| that investors could get their prin- 
cipal with interest at certain times spec!- 
fied on the bonds, whereas as a fact the 
money could be obtained only when the 
company called in a bond for redemp- 
tion, It was alleged that the officers of 
the company pleaded that they were not 
responsible for the representations of 
their agents. 

The cOmpany’s method was to sell a 
specially prepared bond on an install- 
ment plan. The purchaser paid a cer- 
tain amount down and promised to make 
a certain payment weekly for a stated 
period. Printed on the bond was a table 
of values called loan values, surrender 
values and redemption values, which 
were to become effective after two 
years. Investors alleged that the com- 
pany failed to carry out the promises 
of these tables. 

It. was represented that sufficient 
funds were deposited by the company 
with the State Treasurer to sectre in- 
vestors against loss. 

In the Federal suit in Chicago, in 
which the Western Trust and Saving 
Bank was appointed receiver Wednes- 
day, it is alleged that the American Re- 
serve Bond Co. is operating a scheme 
advertising to return to all customers 
the money they pay in with 5 per cent 
interest. 

Expenses Are High. 


The plaintiffs say the company can- 
not fulfill this promise and manage its 


business on safe principles. They fur- 
ther allege that the company appropri- 
ates often as much as 20 per cent of its 
gross receipts for rent, advertising, 
salaries and dividends to stockholders. 

The Chicago suit quotes from an ad- 
vertisement of the bond company as 
follows: 

‘The banks themselves—many.of them 
—are using the capital of their deposi- 
tors in private enterprises which they 
dominate. In New York recently, the 
banks received as high as 9) per cent 
for short-time loans in Wall street— 
money for which the banks paid annual 
rent of 8 per cent. But the depositor is 
practically eliminated from  participat- 
ing in the huge banking profits. 

“This is the condition of affairs that 
led to the ss of the American Re- 
serve Bond Co. ou take absolutely no 
risk. Your investment is at all times 
under the direct-control of the State 
laws,’ 

Has 200,000 Customers. 

The American Reserve company, it is 

alleged, has 200,000 customers through- 


out the country and 2000 agents. Its 
monthly income is placed at -$250,000. The 
total invested by [llinoisans is said to 
be $1,000,000. 

The Chicago plaintiffs allege that the 
company induced investors to enter into 
complicated agreements which they 
could not understand. These, it ts said, 
provides a system of ‘‘lapses,’’. which 
was a large source of the company's 
income. The “lapse” system, it is al- 
leged is illegal in Missouri where aH the 
transactions are stipulated to take 
place. 

The company has already. it is al- 
leged, been stopped from doing business 
in Rhode Island, Massachusetts and 
Connecticut. The postal authorities. it is 
sai, attacked the old Southern Mutual 
Investment company in Chicago. A re- 
eeivership suit has been brought in Bos- 
ton and numerous legal actions are 
pending in other states. 

The Colonial Securities (Co. was first 
organized in St. Louis in 1908 as an out- 
growth of an old Texas tontine com- 
pany. The North American Investment 

oO was organized and took over the 
Colonial last August. After the receiver- 
ship suits were brought the North 
American removed to (uicago and there 
said, attacked the old Southern Mutual 
and formed the American Bond Reserve 
company.

McKibben Returned With Brick 
as Weapon and Was Shot 
to Death. 





James Hansen, room-house proprie- 
tor at 908 Chouteau avenue, who shot 
and killed John McKibben Wednesday 
night, says that he acted in self-defense, 
and that he used his revolver only to 
protect himself and, in an effort to pre- 
serve the peace of his establishment and 
the neighborhood. 

He is is helq for the Coroner pending 
an investigation. Mrs. McKibben, who 
was a witness of the trouble that imme- 
diately preceded the shooting, says she 
does not believe that the killing of her 
husband was justifiable. 

The McKibbens occupied a room in 
the rear of Hansen's house and Mrs. 
McKibben was employed by the Han- 
sen’s as a servant. 

The shooting followed a. quarrel be- 
tween McKibben and his wife, during 
which Hansen tried to quiet them. 
When he told. them that they would 
have to make less noise or move there 
was a fight between Hansen and Mc- 
Kibben. 

Hansen overpowered McKibben and 
ejected him from the’ building. McKib- 
ben returned through a rear gate a few 
minutes later armed with stones and 
brickbats and advanced upon Hansen, 
whe, according to his statement, shot 
three times in self defense. 

‘One of the bullets struck McKibben in 
the breast and another in the forehead. 
He died in a narrow hallway near the 
entrance to the room which he had oc- 
cupied with his wife and three children, 
George, aged 10; Elmer, 7, and Irene, 18 
months old. 

No One Saw the Shooting. 


There were no eye-witnesses to the 
shooting. Mrs. McKibben, who had 
sought refuge in the Hansen home, says 
that she heard the shots and saw the 
flash of the revolver in the yard, but it 
was so dark that she could not see either 
of the men. 
* To a Post-Dispatch reporter she said: 

“My husband was a good man when 
he was not drinking. We  quarreled 
sometimes, but he never beat me. The 
statement that he was beating me when 
r-Hansen came in last night is not true. 
“This last trouble started Tuesday. 


He sang before breakfast that morning 
and I said, ‘Jack. that’s a bad sign. 
There is going to be trouble.’ 

“When he came home-to dinner I told 
him I was going to visit a friend in the 
afternoon. He said I mustn't: go out 
and that I would have to stay at home 
and work. When he went away he said: 

‘If you go visiting today I'll kick 
your head off when you come back.’ 

“T went anyway, but I was afraid to 
come home that night. Mrs. Hansen let 
me sleep in a hallroom at her house. 
Yesterday she rented that room and 
there was nothing for me to do but 
come home. When my husband re- 
turned from work he acted like he had 
been drinking. He slapped one of the 
boys and threatened to strike me, but 
he sald he wouldn't hit me while I was 
nursing our little girl. I guess we made 
a lot of noise. 

Shooting After Fight. 


“Hansen came in and said we would 
haye to keep quiet or get out. My hus- 
band and Hansen fought and Hansen 
got my husband down on the floor and 

at. him until his face was all bloody. 
Taheard my husband say, ‘Don’t -use 
that knife.’ 


“T ran through the yard to the Han- 
sen house. Pretty soon my husband 
ran through the hallway to Chouteau 
avenue. I saw him lean against a 
lamppost and wipe the blood trom his 
face. He went down Ninth street to- 
ward the alley. 

“T heard Hansen say, ‘Here re comes,’ 
and I ran to.the back door. Then I 
heard the shots and saw the ftiashes. 
I ran to our room and found my hus- 
band lying dead in the hallway.”’ 

Hansen surrendered to the police im- 
mediately after the shooting. 

McKibben was a wagon frain‘er but 
worked only occasionally. His wife 
supported the family. He was 36 vears 
old and had been married 12 vears.

Stage’’ Before Alumnae

Richard Mansfield, without make-up 
and in ordinary men’s dress, as he ap- 
peared on the little stage at the St. 
Louis Women’s Club Wednesday after- 
noon to deliver a lecture, was a bitter 
disappointment to hundreds of women. 
Hbwever, others raved about him. 
“Flow I wish I’d never seen him this 
way,’ said one brown-eyed girl. ‘“‘Now 
all my pretty pictures are spoiled,” 
“If I couldn’t act better on the stage 
than he did this afternoon in his lec- 
ture,’’ said a matron, ‘“I’d be sorry for 
myself. He was awkward and ill at 
ease, and conceited besides.”’ 
“The idea of his reading his manu- 
script,’”’ said her companion, as she ad- 
mired art candle screens in the studio 
across the: streédt from the Woman's 
Club, “that is always tiresome. Who 
would think Richard Mansfield would be 
guilty of such a thing.” 
“Fie seemed to be a cross between a 
university ‘prof’ and a clergyman,”’ said 
the college girl. ‘“‘Greatest actor on the 
stage,”’ Mrs. Harvey Mudd said. , Well, 
maybe.”’ 

Fascinating to Some. 
Those who raved had one phrase 
which they used continually, “But he’s 
so —_ fascinating.”’ Some added, ‘He 
Look how 
we all listened.”’ 
One given. to more thought than the 
rest said, ‘‘You couldn't blame him for 
not taking us seriously and saying so. 
Pid you ever see such a show of dress. 
Everybody wore her gladdest. 

“In other cities it’s different. When I 
was in Baltimore last winter there was 
a course of lectures at Johns Hopkins 
that we attended.

“Had I conte before you,” he said, 
“with a black curl hanging over my 
forehead and long hair reaching to my 
shoulders, with my eyes made to look 
large. and soulful and my garments 
those of the stage, I should undoubtedly 
have made a greater hit.

Not Qualified at the Real. 
‘Many of the women looked at the thin- 
haired, spectacled man standing stiffly 
before the small rostrum and wished 
that Mr. Mansfield had kept up the 
make-believe instead of permitting them 
a glimpse at the real. 

He was not applauded once through- 
out his lecture, although he made a 
number of points that were not cast 
into shadow by cynicism. Laughter and 
sometimes giggling were the only trib- 
utes given his sarcasm. The applause, 
both as he began and ended his lecture, 


was good.

‘‘He comes before us today in the role 
of a lecturer; We are to meet an old 
love in a new garb.”’ 

She crossed the stage and lifted the 
curtain. Mr. Mansfield walked slowly 
out. A burst of handclapping was fol- 
lowed by stillness as he bowed and took 
bore place befere the desk. A few women 
reached for their hatpins, but uncover- 
ing of heads was by no means general. 

Parrots Break Stillness, 

The intense stillness was broken. by 
the screams of the Walsh parrots, 
which were in the yard just beyond the 
club ballroom. 

Two men of the audience rose and 
closed the windows, but the parrot cries 
were not shut out. It seemed as if an 
aviary had been brought into the ball- 
room. 

“I think I |/hear parrots,’’ said Mr. 
Mansfield. “If they hear me they will 
probably imitate me and then their 
owner will be displeased.”’ 

Not every,one heard the remarks on 
parrots because of the parrots them- 
selves, and Mr. Mansfield explained 
that he had taken a privilege in regard 
to his lecture. 

“T meant to be serious,’ he said, ‘“‘but 
the weather is warm, and this is not 
the time for seriousness.” 

When his lecture was well on he added 
that his audience was not serious. 
Whether the atmosphere, suggested by 
the parrot cries or the many peacock 
plumes that waved about as women 
bent their heads so that they could 
watch every movement of his face, or 
the giggling that was often heard, 
caused him to think St. Louis women 
lacking in seriousness, is not known. 
He did not explain. 

“The Stage” His Subject. 

His subject as announced was ‘The 
Stage," and he did not abandon it in 
his change from the serious to what he 
probably considers the superficial. 

There were smiles when he said, 
‘Most any one thinks that he or she | 
can act. Women of my acquaintance | 
often ask me to let them play parts. In} 
a weak moment [ once permitted a 
woman who had had experience as an 
ambassadress at foreign courts and who 
had lived atthe court of Queen Victoria 
to take the part of a society woman on 
the stage. 
“T thought that she could do that if 
she could do anything, but she Was a 
failure. She became entangled in her 
train, she persisted in shrieking ’her 
words and it was with difficulty that 
she could be kept away from. one. 
“The public does not want society as 
it is. Neither does « want the repre- 
sentations of princes and dukes and 
kings to be as most of them are. I 
have met many royal personages and 
their great characteristic is simplicity. 
“The residents of American cities 
could learn with advantage one thing 
from the royalty of Europe. This is 
not especially true of St. Louts (pro- 
nounced. Sent Looee). 
“The members of the roval families 
are most hearty in their applause. The 
King of England leans far over his box 
and applauds vigorously when he is 
nleased. Princess Louise applauds muth. 
~ “In America it is sometimes, to say 
the least, distressing to be called be- 
fore the curtain and to see before you 
boxes of young ladies sitting as stiff 
and straight as if you had not said a 
moving word. It seems bad manners

and then said he wasn't sure whether

He referred to the easy pathway of 
those who could “jolly” people, and 
said that some persons permitted 
fe@iing for an actor to «be governed 
by the parts he played. He explained 
that that was not just. since “dis- 
agreeable parts are sometimes played 
by most agreeable persons, which is 
true In my-instance. (Laughter. ) 

“Dyspepsia and unpleasant wives

‘But I 
am Grimaldi,’ sadly said the clown. 

“Booth was one of these sad men. I 
never saw him jolly except late at 
night, when I sometimes asststed him 
home.”’ 

He informed his audience that not 
one of them had any idea of the enor- 
mous work done by actors. He looked 
at their beautiful costumes and added, 
“You couldn’t possibly have.’’ 

“I don’t know why it is that foreign- 
ers, sometimes of small standing in 
their own country, can create such im- 
pressions here. I usually attribute it 
to the language. You can say things in 
Italian and French that would be ridic- 
ulous in English.’’ 

He quoted the lines of Tomasso Sal- 
vini in Italian and then said them over 
in’. English., There were sighs for the 
Italian words, but only giggles for their 
translation. 

“Those sort of things are:silly in 
English,” said Mr. Mansfield and some 
of the young women well drilled in 
English ‘‘dont's” shivered. 

He said ‘Je suis fou,” as Mme. 
Bernhardt says it, and his imitation 
of the French woman was ridiculous- 
ly good. He also gave an imitation of 
a French love’ scene, saying, “Je 
t'aime, pe t’adore,”’ but said that in 
English a girl would laugh at one 
who expressed sentiment in such lan- 
guage, accompanied by the necessary 
eve-rolls. 

“One can only say, ‘I’m really quite 
fond of ypu. Quite fond.’”’ 

He. said that all men were actors and 
that Napoleon was one of the greatest 


of them all. 

‘‘Some ee one character, some 
another, but™(’m afraid we're all mon- 
keys. I’ve met society women who imi- 
tated Princess Metternich; others who, 
though nothing was the matter with 
the sides of their heads, tied them up 
so that they might look as much as 
possible like Queen Louise of Prussia 
in her pictures. 

‘‘Napoleon imitated Caesar, Webster, 
even when sitting for his pictures, was 
like Demosthenes, and Gen. Grant was 
like William of Orange, surnamed the 
Silent.’’ 

He spoke of actors and authors who 
wore their hair long and blue flannel 
shirts to dress functions a la George 


Bernard Shaw.

He mentioned Thomas Lawson, say- 
ing, “A fly who knows that a spider is 
a spider cannot complain if he goes into 
the parlor of a spider, and the latter, 
— to his nature, bites pieces off of 
1im.”’ 

In referring to discjpline, he sad, “the 
stage is bad enough as it is; without 
discipline it would be worse. Some 
actors try*to get along without it. That 
is an easy way. Thomas Jefferson was 
one of those. He praised much. It is 
— fair to the public to do that all the 

me. 

“I shall not remain long on the stage, 
but while I do, I intend to do what =I 
think ig right in the matter of discipline. 

“I want to say some, things to you in 

regard to speech-making by actors. 
Don’t mind if we don’t come back and 
bow and bow when you applaud. We 
like your applause and it cheers us as 
we go to our dressing rooms, but for 
the time being we are living a part and 
We can’t come down from our clouds. 
_ “Don’t ask us to. I lock my dress- 
ing room door in order to keep out all 
that is not of my life as the character 
I am portraying. How can any one 
expect me to come back and make foole 
ish nods supposed toe-.represent pleas- 
ure?’ 

Some of those present remembere 
the 16 times that Mrs. Carter was‘ 
“called back’’ Monday night, and began 
to think that Mr. Mansfield had right 
on his side, but nobody expressed that 
belief by applause. It was as if most 
of those present weren't quite sure 
whether Mr. Mansfield meant all or 
nothing of that which he said. 

“I have sometimes thought of having 
it printed on the tickets that the actors 
appreciate the applause of the audience 
and ask that this suffice for the expect- 
ed bowing. 

‘“‘There are times when we do not ex- 
pect applause—when a part so mov 
you that you cannot show your feeling | 
except by “er ~ still until the curtain 
goes down an then going quietly 
home."’ 

Mr. Mansfield closed his’ lecture by 
Saying, “You aren't serious, so I 
couldn't be,” and went back behind 
the ped curtain. No reception  fol- 
lowed. but he did spend a short time 
in conversation with the committee in 
charge of the lecture.

That the avenues of investigation ape 
closed to the police is attributed to 
Harvard influence, which. is keenly sen- 
silive to any notoriety which might at- 
iach to the institution. 

.he inquest was decided upon after a 
conference between Judge Almy, Medi- 
cal Eaminer Swan and Chief of Police 
Pullen. Judge Aimy has declined thus 
far to issue a warrant for the arrest of 
Prof. Erich Muenter, who is accused of 
poisoning his wife’ with arsenic. Judge 
Almy will preside at the inquest. ‘the 
police have complained for several days 
that they find it impossible to obtain in- 
formation they wish from persons who, 
they .believe, could throw much light on 
the mystery.

Samuel Rosenberg, an 8-year-old pupil 
of the Humboldt School, is a very small 
boy, but he has taken a great deal more 
interest in ‘the San Francisco relief 
movement than most of those who are 
several times as old as he. 

When littl Sam heard of the great 
disaster and of the collections that were 
being taken up to relieve the sufferers, 
he started in to help. 

He talked it Over with his sister, Ma- 
mie, who is 9 yéars of age, and they de- 
cided they would have to give some sort 
of a performance. Little Sam had 
learned some elocutioOn pieces at school, 
and both he ang his sister can sing and 
play on the piano: 

So the two children, with several oth- 
ers to assist in filling out the bill, gave 
a performance in the yard, of their 
home. Many of the neighbors came, and 
the proceeds of the performance 
amounted to $3. 

The-money was all turned over to the 
San Francisco relief fund 














with gratitude. The use. of illuminat- 
ing ofl is still forbidden.

That San Francisco will be rebuilt 
rapidly and along lines more substantial 
than those that prevailed before the 
earthquake of April 18 seems certain. 
Already the work of reconstruction is 
under way. ‘Ten thousand men are at 
work in the ruins and before the end of 
the week this number will have been 
increased threefold. The sites of some 
of the larger structures in the down- 
town districts already have been cleared 
of debris in preparation for the erection 
of steél and stone blocks. 

Practically every large financial in- 
terest in the city has signified its in- 
tention of rebuilding. These include 
the railroads, other big corporations, 
estates and _ individuals possessing 
great wealth. Three permits for 
“Class A’ buildings have been granted 
and scores of applications are being 
held up pending the adoption of plans 
for the widening of streets and the 
creation of new parks and boulevards. 
The new city will ‘be’ constructed 
along artistic lines and in accordance 
with a system to be mapped out by a 
committee of engineers and archi- 
tects. All of the Federal, municipal 
and State buildings will be recon- 
structed and the appropriations are 
expected to be much larger than_thoge 
for the structures that were de- 
stroyed.

“Look in Ladies’ Gallery,” Sug- 
gests Delegate When Gov- 
ernor Is Sought.

TOPEKA, Kan., May 3.—A presi- 
dential ticket for 1908 is being widely 
discussed here. It is: 

For President, Edward W. Hoch of 
Kansas. 

For Vice-President, Richmond P. Hob- 
son of Alabama. 

“If there is woman suffrage by that 
time such a ticket would sweep the 
country,’ said, an enthusiastic delegate 
to the Republican cofivention. ‘“Be- 
sides, Andrew Carnegie, being sympa- 
thetic, would contribute a few millions 
to the campaign fund.,”’ 

Gov. Hoch was renominated for Gov- 
ernor. 

There were no anti-kissing resolu- 
tions offered in the convention, but sev- 
eral of the enemies of the Gevernor 
openly declared that the convention was 
making a fatal mistake in its action.

“‘Despite what the polecats. of journal- 
ism may say, I am going to make this 
fight on political issues and not on do- 
mestic issues. The domestic question 
does not enter into this fight and I am 
prepared to go out and whip the Demo- 
crats in the campaign which is now 
upon us.”’ ;'

dentist, was filed in the Supreme Court 

today. 

It is the contention of Crandall] that 
the law is unconstitutional in that it 
deprives many citizens of the State from 
practicing dentistry, notwithstanding 
the fact that they are well qualified. 
The law provides that only graduates. 
of recognized schools, and dentists wh 
had licenses before the passage of th 
law in 1905 shall be granted licenses to 
practice in this State. 

Crandall attended a school which sus- 
pended a few months before he com- 
pleted his term and he received no diplo- 
ma. He has been practicing in St. Jo- 
seph more than ten years. 

t is alleged that the State Board is 
intending to institute criminal proceed- 
ings against him, charging him with 
practicing dentistry without a license. 
If the court directs the board to con- 
duct an examination, Crandall will then 
ask a mandamus to compel the issuance 
of a license. 

There are said to be in Missouri sev- 
eral hundred men who have studied in 
dentists’ offices, but who have never 
attended school, who are anxiously 
awaiting the outcome of this case.
